TWO ALTERNATIVES. 


When Germany proclaimed a "war 


?.one" around England this nation was 
confronted by two alternatives, one to 
file a sober and dignified protest which 
could be made the basis of negotia- 
tions at a Hague convention after the 
war. and to follow it up with an ap- 
peal to Americans to refrain 
from 


crossing the sea on other than Ameri- 
can or neutral vessels. 
This appeal could have been made 


without any concession of the rights 
of American-citizens, but precisely on 
the same principle as would lead a 
sensible citizen, without in the slight- 
est conceding his right to traverse the 
ptibic streets at will, to avoid a street 
in which a gang of toughs were .en- 
gaeed in a gun-fight. 


The other alternative was to<take 


the stand that the rights of Americans 
who wished to po to sea must be re- 
spected, even when they were on the 
ships of the belligerents, and to tight 
if those rights were violated. Con- 
fronted by these two alternatives, Mr. 
Wilson chose neither. He wrote his 
warning of last February declaring 
ihat Germany would 
be held to a 


"strict accountability" if the life or 
property of an American was injured.
